Remarks 


In the Office Action mailed July 23, 2004, pending claims 1-11, 24,26,27,30,31, 
and 34-57 were allowed. Claims 12 and 19 were rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over US Patent No. 6,292,539 (Eichen) in view of U.S. Patent No. 
6,349,130 (Posthuma). The Office Action also objected to claims 13-18 and 21-23 as 
being dependent on a rejected base claim but the Examiner indicated claims 13-18 and 
21-23 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. Applicant wishes to thank the Examiner for the 
allowance of claims. . 


By this amendment, claims 12 and 19 have been cancelled and claims 13, 17, 21, 
and 22 have been amended to be in independent form as suggested. Accordingly, all 
pending claims, including claims 13-18 and 21-23, are directed to allowable subject 
matter.
